REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest a fluid contactor, method of using such or a method 
of making such, wherein the device includes an element, which is rotatable about its 
axis, the device having a spiral channel about its axis with at least two outlets, the first 
outlet for the output of a first fluid and the second outlet being located distant from the 
axis for output of a second, more dense fluid, the element being rotatable at an angular 
velocity sufficient to move the second fluid to the second outlet.
